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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention as 
claimed is free of prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for 
inducing cardiomyogenesis and/or mitosis or proliferation of cardiomyocytes in a subject in need 
thereof by directly administering a high dose (0.04mg/Kg) of a plasmid vector encoding the 
VEGF1-165 to the cardiomyocytes or tissue comprising the cardiomyocytes. At best the prior art 
(Vale et al, Circulation 102:965-974, 2000, ref of record) teaches the induction of angiogenesis 
in myocardial ischemic tissue by administering a low dose of pVEGF165 but falls short of 
disclosing the induction of cardiomyogenesis in any subject. The applicant's invention clearly 
demonstrates the induction of cardiomyogenesis in response to a higher dose of a plasmid 
vector encoding VEGF1-165. 

The art made of record below is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: 

o Plasmid-mediated VEGF gene transfer induces cardiomyogenesis and reduces 
myocardial infarct size in sheep. Janavel et al, Gene Ther. 2006 Aug;1 3(1 5):1 133-42. 
(ref. of record) 

o Entrance in mitosis of adult cardiomyocytes in ischemic pig hearts after plasmid- 
mediated rhVEGF165 gene transfer. Laguens et al. Gene Ther. 2002 Dec;9(24):1676- 
81. (ref. of record).
